Philip Evan Connor, age 
18, of 333 N. Mayflower, 
Monrovia, California, when 
apprehended in the area of 
a brush fire between Mon¬ 
rovia and Arcadia, admitted 
to Monrovia Police that he 
was gu.ilty of setting nine 
brush fires in the area of 
Monrovia, Sierra Madre and 
Arcadia. 

Connor, who drove a 1968 
VW sedan had been under 
.suspicion for several weeks, 
having been seen at the 
scene of several brush fires 
in the past couple of 
months. The alarm for the 
most recent brush fire was 
sounded at approximately 
2:30 Monday morning Sep¬ 
tember 8 . By 3:30 a.m. the 
suspect was in custody. 

Early Monday morning he 
confessed to Monrovia Police 
that he had set the fire in 
question, then later in the 
morning was taken on a 
tour of the area and .pointed 
out and admitted that he 
had touched off three fires 
in Sierra Madre, two in Ar¬ 
cadia and four in Monrovia. 

Fire Officials suspect that 
before the situation is com¬ 
pletely solved that it could 
run in the vioinity of over 
18 fires that the suspect has 
set this summer alone. 

Arraignment is expected 
to be Wednesday of this 
week.
